CHAIRMAN WILSON REPORTS 
ON SHRINE CIRCUS 


LEPPO TEMPLE and Potentate 
Lionel G. H. Palmer have every reason 
to be proud of our sixth annual Shrine Cir- 
cus at the Boston Garden, the first week 
in October of 1946. Although the Hamid- 
Morton Company engagement in Phila- 
delphia, for LuLu Temple, the previous 
week, necessarily delayed our opening un- 
til Monday evening, our total attendance 
for the week compared favorably with 
1945, and we are hopeful that final receipts 
will approximate last year’s figure. As 
usual the thirteen performances during 
the seven days showed an attendance all 
the way from less than 2,000 on Tuesday 
afternoon up to the crowd of over 11,000 
which jammed the Boston Garden for our 
final matinee. 
The program this year proved to be by 
far the most spectacular and interesting 
we have ever presented — including such 


headline acts as Joe Walsch with his 
thirteen wild lions and tigers, the Loyal 
Repensky troupe of eight bareback riders, 
Ostermaier with his famous M.G.M. horse 
“Florian,” the high aeroplane trapeze 
stunts of Les Kimris, La Tosca the beauti- 
ful Queen of the Circus on the bounding 
rope, Sol Solomon in his high dive into a 
flaming tank, Miss Victory shot from the 
mouth of a monster cannon the length of 
the Garden arena, and other features less 
famous but no less daring. 

Our annual animal naming contest for 
the children, with U. S. Bonds and Stamps 
as prizes, together with free circus tickets, 
always means plenty of happiness and a 
real thrill for the children. Letters from 
children, not only in Metropolitan Boston 
but from all over New England, this year 
clearly evidenced widespread and general 
interest in Aleppo’s Shrine Circus. Sup- 
plementing the two camels, chimpanzee, 
and the African eland, already presented 
by Aleppo to the Franklin Park Zoo as a 
continuous reminder of the Shrine to the 
children of Boston, we this year added two 
dwarf Sicilian donkeys appropriately 
named ‘‘Sis” and “Sally.” 

Entrance parades by the uniformed 
Patrol and Band of Aleppo on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, added greatly to 
the color and pageantry of those evenings. 
Once again this year we are particularly 
grateful to members of the uniformed 
Degree Staff for their program sales at 
every performance. 

The only disagreeable feature of the 
week was certain labor union pressure, 
which forced us to hire loca] union players, 


as a professional band, disproportionate in 
size and cost, and not composed of experi- 
enced circus band musicians — at a cost 
of $11.00 per man, for 17 men, at each and 
every one of 13 performances, plus $250.00. 
for the leader! 

Granted that our annual circus is spon- 
sored primarily to keep Aleppo Temple on 
the map — as well as to assure annual 
thrills and ecstatic happiness for thou- 
sands of under privileged children, who 
gratuitously attend our circus as the guests 
of a generous Nobility — it is gratifying 
also to report that our effort has resulted 
in actual financial benefit for our Temple. 
Financially, for us, the proceeds of our 
circus during the first five years, without 
one cent of cost, or risk, for Aleppo Temple, 
has bought no less than 234 complete new 
patrol and band uniforms, and some 35 
partial outfits, at a cost of $11,468.00, in 
addition to $32,200.00 in cash paid into the 
treasury of Aleppo Temple. 

Our sixth annual circus is now history. 
It has been the best ever! I feel sure that all 
our Nobility will cooperate in making an 
early closing of our accounts possible by 
immediate returns to the Temple of all un- 
sold tickets, as well as a final accounting 
for all tickets sold. 

The 1946 results have already made the 
effort worth while. Only the enthusiastic 
support of an intensely loyal membership 
could make such a record success possible. 
With a million thanks from thousands of 
grateful children in Greater Boston,

TO FRANKLIN PARK ZOO 


N 1942, as a special feature of the Hamid- 

Morton Three-Ring Circus, sponsored 
by Aleppo Temple of the Shrine, a baby 
boy camel was purchased for presentation 
to the Franklin Park Zoo. The privilege of 
naming the newcomer to Boston was re- 
served for the children. Every New Eng- 
land boy and girl between the ages of five 
and fifteen, through newspaper announce- 
ments, was invited to submit a suitable 
name for the baby camel, together with a 
letter of not more than 25 words stating 
“Why the Zoo Should Have a Camel.” 


There were 203 prizes, with a $25.00 
War Bond as first prize. Four children 
submitted the winning name “Jeep,” and 
therefore the child who wrote the best 
letter received first prize — Maynard 
Strout of 249 School Street, Somerville. 


In 1943, a similar contest determined 
that “Bondie” should be the name of a 
chimpanzee presented by Aleppo Temple 
to the Zoo. The winner was Margaret 
McPhail of 41 Garden Street, West Rox- 
bury. 


In 1944, Nancy Gildea of 261 Heath 
Street, Jamaica Plain, submitted the win- 
ning name “Congo” for the Eland, or 
African elk. 


In 1945, Edward Kelleher of 158 Ash- 
mont Street, Dorchester, submitted the 
Winning name “Vee Vee” for a baby girl 
camel.
